ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1903. 


The  death-rate  for  the  year  1903  was  about  I  T  per 
1,000  less  than  the  average  annual  death-rate  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  decennium,  and  about  *5  per  1,000  more  than  that 
for  the  year  1902. 

The  figures  are — 19  8  for  1903  ;  L  9 *3  for  1902  ;  and 
20  9  for  1893-1902. 

Measles  was  -3  per  1,000  above  the  average  for  the 
preceding  decade  ;  Diphtheria  and  Cancer  were  each  T 
above  ;  and  the  Tubercular  diseases,  or  Consumption  in 
all  its  forms,  were  *2  above. 

The  mortality  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  slightly  above 
the  average. 

Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  and  Respiratory  Systems 
were  responsible  for  an  average  mortality. 

The  following  diseases  caused  a  death-rate  per  1,000 
less  than  that  of  the  previous  decade  to  the  extent  men¬ 
tioned,  viz.  : — Whooping  Cough,  T  ;  Enteric  Fever,  -3  ; 
Diarrhoea,  7  ;  and  Diseases  of  the  Stomach  and  Enteritis,

The  Infantile  Mortality  for  1903  was  158  per  1,000 
births,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  176  for  the 
previous  decade. 

As  regards  climatic  conditions,  the  years  1902  and 
1903  resembled  one  another. 

In  each  case  there  was  practically  no  summer  weather, 
and  as  a  result  the  mortality  from  Diarrhoea,  Diseases  of 
the  Stomach,  and  Enteritis  was  low.

Smallpox. 


The  deaths  from  Enteric  Fever  numbered  22.  This 
is  the  lowest  record  for  Enteric  Fever  since  1888,  when 
there  were  only  20  deaths.  Although  this  reduction  was, 
no  doubt,  influenced  by  the  weather,  according  to  my 
experience  the  prevalence  of  Enteric  Fever  is  not  so 
directly  affected  by  the  weather  as  that  of  Diarrhoea  ;  and 
I  think  part  of  the  reduction  may  be  reasonably  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  policy  of  the  Health  Committee  in  secur¬ 
ing  improvements  in  scavenging,  sanitary  conveniences, 
drainage,  and  the  pavement  of  yards,  and  in  providing 
Hospital  accommodation  for  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
sufferers  from  Enteric  Fever.

The  improved  organization  of  the  Cleansing  Depart¬ 
ment,  under  Mr.  Summers,  will  be  readily  appreciated  by 
consulting  Table  P.,  where  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number 
of  applications  to  have  ashpits  emptied  during  the  year 
was  only  154,  I  have  always  considered  this  column  of 
the  table  to  be  a  good  index  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
arrangements  for  the  removal  of  refuse, 

A  reference  to  Table  F.  shows  that  in  comparing  1 902 
and  1903,  while  the  English  Enteric  death-rate  was  re¬ 
duced  from  128  to  102  per  million,  the  Sunderland  Enteric 
death-rate  was  reduced  from  265  to  147.  These  figures 
tend  to  confirm  the  theory  that  the  decrease  of  Enteric 
Fever  in  Sunderland  during  1903  was  not  all  due  to  the 
weather. 

The  same  Table  shows  that  for  the  same  two  years 
the  English  and  Sunderland  Diarrhoea  death-rates  in¬ 
creased  by  about  30  per  cent. 

Thus  in  these  two  years  our  Diarrhoea  mortality  varied 
with  that  of  the  rest  of  the  country,  while  our  Enteric 
mortality  decreased  much  more  than  that  of  the  rest  of 
the  country. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Smallpox  during  the  year 
and  32  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified. 

At  least  16  of  these  cases  occurred  in  connection  with 
a  house  in  the  Hat  Case.  A  case  was  notified  by  a 
medical  man,  who  stated  that  he  had  reason  to  think 
there  were  other  cases  in  the  same  house.  A  number  of 
cases  were  found  in  two  other  families  living  in  this 
house.  As  there  was  good  reason  to  suspect  concealment, 
proceedings  were  taken  for  failure  to  notify  and  exposure 
of  infected  persons,  etc.,  and  fines  were  imposed. 
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Other  cases  occurred  among  the  “  contacts  ”  while 
under  observation. 

Of  the  16  cases  traced  to  this  house  only  one  was 
notified  by  a  medical  man.  Credit  is,  I  think,  due  to  the 
staff  for  the  vigilance  displayed  in  putting  an  end  to  this 
somewhat  alarming  outbreak. 

On  May  7th  I  drew  the  attention  of  the  Health 
Committee  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  large  amount  of 
inefficient  vaccination  done  in  the  town  and  that  it  was 
a  common  practice  for  mothers  to  take  their  children  to  a 
private  medical  practitioner  and  pay  1/-  in  order  that 
one  mark  only  might  be  made  instead  of  having  them 
vaccinated  by  the  Public  Vaccinator,  who  is  bound  to 
vaccinate  in  four  places.  I  instanced  one  case  of  a  child, 
13  months  old,  who  had  undergone  so-called  “successful  ” 
vaccination  and  whom  I  re-vaccinated  with  the  result 
that  all  four  inoculations  took. 

The  Committee  resolved  that  the  attention  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  be  drawn  to  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  favour  of  an 
amendment  of  the  Vaccination  Acts  so  as  to  secure  the 
efficiency  of  vaccinations  when  performed  by  private 
practitioners. 

During  the  year  progress  has  been  made  in  the  way 
of  putting  into  operation  the  new  bye-laws  for  houses 
let  in  lodgings.  One  of  the  Inspectors  was  specially 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  this  work.  In 
the  first  place,  the  houses  have  to  be  registered  and  the 
rooms  measured  up,  in  order  to  ascertain  how  many 
persons  may  live  in  them  without  breach  of  the  Bye-laws. 
It  is  hoped  that  by  means  of  these  Bye-laws  it  will  be 
possible  to  considerably  reduce  the  amount  of  over¬ 
crowding  that  has  been  in  existence  in  many  parts  of 
the  town. 

Harrison  Buildings,  erected  on  the  Hat  Case  Area, 
have  been  opened  during  the  year,  and  a  Superintendent, 
who  resides  in  one  of  the  dwellings,  has  been  appointed 
to  see  that  the  Regulations,  framed  for  the  use  of  the 
tenants,  are  carried  out.  The  regulations  are  chiefly 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  tenants  of  the  Buildings 
from  having  undesirable  co-tenants,  and  in  appointing  a 
Resident  Superintendent  the  Health  Committee  have 
followed  the  example  of  Liverpool  and  other  towns 
which  have  had  a  large  experience  of  the  Housing 
question.

On  April  30th,  1904,  the  third  year  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  contract  for  the  use  of  two  beds  at  the  Stanhope 
Sanatorium  expired.  During  the  three  years  29  Cor¬ 
poration  patients  have  1  een  discharged  from  this 
Institution.  Of  this  number,  1 1  have  died,  four  are  ill, 
one  is  unwell,  but  at  work  as  a  domestic  servant ;  11  are 
well  and  at  work.  One  has  left  the  town,  and  the 
localitv  of  another  cannot  be  traced.  All  the  29  were 
improved  by  the  the  treatment  at  Stanhope.  It  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  patients  suffering  from  Con¬ 
sumption,  should,  after  their  return  from  the  Sanatorium, 
find  employment  as  much  as  possible  in  the  fresh  air, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  if  they  did  this  the  death-rate 
would  be  still  further  diminished.  It  is,  however,  a 
matter  for  great  thankfulness  that  11  lives,  out  of  29, 
have  been  saved.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  Borough 
about  5,440  houses  supplied  by  water-closets  only,  about 
600  furnished  with  water-closets  and  privies  and  ashpits, 
about  500  with  water-closets  and  ash-closets,  and  about 
100  with  waste  water-closets.  There  were  about  9,400 
supplied  by  privies  and  ashpits,  about  5,100  by  ash- 
closets,  and  about  800  by  pan-closets. 

Table  R.  shows  a  considerable  increase  in  the  work 
done  in  this  department.  There  is  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses,  namely,  395. 

The  number  of  applications  to  have  ashpits  cleansed 
was  145,  as  compared  with  426  for  the  previous  year. 
The  number  of  applications  is  a  good  gauge  of  the  regu¬ 
larity  shown  in  the  cleansing  of  the  ashpits,  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  number  of  applica¬ 
tions  last  year  was  the  lowest  on  record. 

The  last  column  in  Table  R.  shows  what  great  im¬ 
provement  has  been  effected  in  the  last  five  years  as  com¬ 
pared  with  previous  years.

19,269  loads  of  road  sweepings  also  were  removed 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  barrels  and  tanks  of  water  used  for 
watering  paved  streets  was  7,678. 

During  the  twelve  months  54,640  loads  of  refuse  were 
sent  to  sea  by  hopper. 

The  column  “No.  of  Ash-pits  Cleansed  only  includes 
ash-pits  and  ash-closets.  From  these,  42,876  loads  were 
removed  during  the  year,  or  about  54  ash-pits  and  ash- 
closets  to  a  load,  on  the  average.  The  pan-closets  (some 
of  which  are  emptied  every  day  and  others  every  other 
day)  are  not  included  in  this  column. 

In  addition  to  the  loads  of  refuse  referred  to  in  the 
table,  45,470  bags  of  paper  have  been  collected  and  burnt. 
Previous  to  the  separate  collection  of  paper,  this  would 
have  been  put  into  the  ash-pits  This  fact,  and  the 
collection  of  more  refuse  during  the  day  time  from  ash- 
pans  and  scuttles,  accounts  for  the  reduction  in  the  loads 
removed  from  ash-pits  and  ash-closets.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Ninth 
Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1903. 

During  the  past  year  the  Inspectors  have  made  67,609 
Inspections  for  the  purpose  of  examining  as  to  the  existence 
of  nuisances. 

i 

Under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  Bye-Laws  15,663 
notices  were  served  upon  owners  and  occupiers  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances ;  of  this  number  13,062  were 
Preliminary,  and  2,601  Statutory,  5,208  being  served  on 
the  owners,  and  10,455  on  the  occupiers. 

Under  the  above  Acts  1,560  nuisances  arising  from 
privies,  ashpits,  and  water-closets  were  dealt  with.  Foul 
and  defective  drains,  587.  Defective  roofs,  spouts,  and 
dilapidated  houses,  2,056.  Overcrowding,  66.  Dirty 
premises,  453  ;  and  defective  yard  pavements,  649.  (For 
details  see  Table  II.)

It  will  be  observed  that  70  Notices  were  served  to  provide  New 
Sanitary  Conveniences. 


These  Notices  represent  58  nuisances,  to  abate  which  58  water 
or  trough  closets  must  be  provided.  Of  this  number,  35  water-closets 
and  3  trough  closets  liave  been  fixed  during  the  year,  the  remainder 
being  in  hand. 


Eight  water-closets  and  one  trough  closet  have  also  been  provided 
for  Workshop  or  Factory  without  the  service  of  a  Notice  being 
necessary. 

SHOP  HOURS’  ACT. 


As  a  result  of  the  visits  in  connection  with  the  above  Act,  310  copies 
have  been  issued  on  application  to  various  tradesmen,  so  as  to  con¬ 
form  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

OUTWORKERS. 


In  compliance  with  Section  107  of  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901, 
which  is  as  follows  :  — 

“  The  occupier  of  every  Factory  and  Workshop  and  every 
Contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in  the  business  of  the 
Factory  or  Workshop  shall:  — 

“  (a.)  Keep  in  the  prescribed  form  and  manner,  and  with 
the  prescribed  particulars,  lists  showing  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  persons  directly  employed  by 
him,  either  as  workman  or  as  Contractor,  in  the 
business  of  the  Factory  or  Workshop,  outside  the 
Factory  or  Workshop  and  the  places  where  they 
are  employed ;  and 
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“  (b.)  Send  to  an  Inspector  such  copies  of  or  extracts  from 
those  lists  as  the  Inspector  may  from  time  to  time 
require;  and 

“  (c.)  Send  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  and  the 
first  day  of  August  in  each  year  copies  of  those 
lists  to  the  District  Council  of  the  district  in  which 
the  Factory  or  Workshop  is  situate.” 

53  employers  have  forwarded  to  the  Health  Office  lists  bearing  the 
names  and  addresses  of  154  male  and  female  outworkers. 

The  majority  of  these  outworkers  are  engaged  in  the  tailoring 
trade,  the  work  being  done  at  their  own  homes. 

An  inspection  of  these  premises  shows  that  the  conditions  under 
which  they  work,  with  regard  to  light,  ventilation,  and  cleanliness, 
are  fairly  satisfactory. 

296  Factories  or  Workshops  did  not  display  an  Abstract  of  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  as  required  by  Section  128.  These 
cases  were  reported  to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

SMALLPOX  “  CONTACTS,”  &c. 

In  addition  to  work  performed  under  the  F.  and  W.  Act,  4,555 
examinations  of  “contacts  ”  were  made,  and  784  dwelling  houses  visited, 
and  the  occupiers  questioned  with  a  view  to  the  discovery  of  cases  of 
sickness. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  152  Bakers  and  Confectioners  on  the  register.  Three  of 
these  are  large  Bakehouses,  the  majority  of  the  remainder  are,  how¬ 
ever,  on  a  small  scale. 

435  Inspections  have  been  made  of  these  Bakehouses,  and  a  system 
of  cleanliness  is  rigidly  enforced. 

There  are  only  eight  “Underground  Bakehouses”  in  the  Borough. 
Several  of  the  occupiers  have  made  a  verbal  application  for  the 
Certificate,  which  may  be  granted  by  the  District  Council,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Section  101  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act.

In  addition  to  this  7,869  Notices  were  served  on  tenants 
for  the  limewashing  and  cleansing  of  stairs,  passages,  etc. 

There  are  43  Cow-Byres  registered,  providing  accom¬ 
modation  for  258  cows,  and  400  dairies  or  shops  where 
milk  is  sold. 

These  have  been  regularly  visited,  1,422  inspections 
having  been  made. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  and  Butchers’  Shops  are  regularly 
inspected,  3,131  inspections  being  made  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  1903,  12  seizures  of  unsound  meat  were 
made,  the  amount  seized  being  6,961  lbs. 

11  of  the  seizures  were  carcases  of  animals  affected  by 
Tuberculosis. 

In  most  cases  the  Butchers  concerned  made  a  request  to 
have  the  meat  examined,  and  in  each  case  where  found 
necessary  to  condemn  same,  the  Butchers  consented  to  this 
being  done. 

58  sets  of  ox  lungs  and  52  sheep  plucks  were  condemned. 

318  lbs.  of  fruit,  240  lbs.  of  fish,  and  20  lbs.  of  tripe 
were  condemned  and  destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  the  food 
of  man.

During  the  past  year  23,554  feet  of  4-inch  pipe  and 
1,130  feet  of  6-inch  pipe  drains  were  laid,  as  against 
12,200  feet  of  4-inch  and  1,188  feet  of  6-inch  in  1902. 

As  this  work  has  to  be  supervised  by  the  Inspectors,  a 
good  deal  of  time  is  taken  up  by  it,  but  it  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  the  workmen  are  more  skilful  in  making 
watertight  joints,  and  less  re- testing  has  to  be  done.  As 
all  new  work  is  water-tested,  2,363  such  tests  were  applied, 
and  444  smoke  or  chemical  tests  were  applied  to  old 
drains,  etc. 


There  were  111  tests  applied  to  the  drainage  of  build¬ 
ings,  from  which  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  viz.,  Enteric 
Fever  and  Diphtheria,  had  been  notified,  and  in  26  cases 
defective  drainage  was  found. 

63  tests  of  house  drains,  etc.,  were  made  on  the  com¬ 
plaint  of  the  occupiers,  and  38  defects  found. 

145  tests  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  on  suspicion  of 
nuisance,  and  86  proved  to  be  defective.  (See  Table  IX.)

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MAGISTERIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  magisterial  proceedings  against  tenants  were  a,s  follows :  — 

Dirty  and  foul  w.c.’s,  25  cases;  in  2  eases  the  tenants  were  fined 
2/6,  and  23  fines  of  1/-  were  imposed. 

In  the  year  1903,  326  cases  of  neglecting  to  abate  nuisances  were 
reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  proceedings  were  authorized. 
Except  for  those  cases  given  in  the  preceding  table,  the  nuisances  were 
abated  on  sending  a  circular  intimating  that  proceedings  were  about  to 
be  taken. 

Notices  were  sent  to  the  Police,  from  time  to  time,  of  nuisances 
arising  from  offensive  liquids  leaking  from  ashpits  on  to  the  streets, 
and  from  filth  being  thrown  on  the  street  pavements  and  catchpits. 
Summonses  were  taken  out,  and  the  following  cases  were  dealt  with  : — -

eacli,  2  fined  5/-  each,  9  fined  2/6  each,  and  3  fined  2/-  each.
